The COVID-19 pandemic brought a number of new 
challenges and new normal on how the government, 
including PDEA, delivered its services to the people. 


Nevertheless, with focus and determination, PDEA 
braved the challenges and beat the odds of the 
pandemic, leading to a deeply felt and highly credible 
anti-drug campaign to the nation. 

For PDEA's’ anti-drug campaign, the year 
was highlighted with meaningful events and 
achievements. 


Before the first half of the year ended, a new leader 
to head PDEA, the premier anti-drug enforcement 
agency of the country, was named.

Duterte as the new and the seventh Director General 
of the Agency, vice then DG Aaron N Aquino.

CESE, was appointed by President Rodrigo 

Roa Duterte on May 22, 2020 as the 7th 
Director General of the Philippine Drug Enforcement 
Agency. The newly appointed leader brought fresh 
hope and light to the fight against illegal drugs with 
his experience, commitment and passion in drug law 
enforcement. 


With his experience of more than two decades in the 
field of anti-narcotics, DG Villanueva has gained the 
trust and confidence of the President to head the 
country’s lead agency in the anti-drug campaign. 


DG Villanueva started his military career as a Junior 
Officer of the Philippine Constabulary 10th Regional 
Special Action Force and assumed the following 
assignments thereafter:

DG Villanueva is a member of the Maringal Class of 
the Philippine Military Academy Class of 1988. He 
holds a Master’s Degree in Public Administration 
at the Ateneo de Davao University. He finished the 
Progam for Development Managers at Asian Institute 
of Management (AIM) and is currently taking his 
Doctorate Degree on Forensic Criminology.

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The archipelagic set-up of the Philippines is exploited 
by drug syndicates to transport illegal drugs and 
controlled precursors and essential chemicals 
(CPECs) into the country through four (4) major 
avenues: the seaports, the international airports, the 
mail and parcel services, and the vast expanse of the 
Philippine coastlines. Vulnerability of the country 
for drug smuggling is due to various entry and exit 
points. 


Illegal drug trafficking continues to thrive in the 
country as drug traffickers are innovative in finding 
ways to evade the authorities for their illegal drug 
activities. At present, illegal drug trafficking is still a 
persistent drug activity in the country. 


Despite the intensified law enforcement efforts, 
illegal drugs are being transported within the 
country via several modes of concealment. Most of 
the illegal drugs being carried are hidden in Chinese 
tea bags, false compartment of luggage/suitcases or 





placed in the bottom part of the luggage, in sole of 
shoes, inside the handbags of courier, in milk boxes, 
in chocolate pellets in a tin can, in sealed ceramic 
boxes, shampoo bottles, toys, CPU, magnetic lifters, 
metal cylinders or through ingestion or swallowing. 


PDEA, in cooperation with other law enforcement 
agencies, is continuously strengthening its 
operational capabilities to monitor drug trafficking 
in the country.

Barangay Drug Affectation 


Proliferation of illegal drug use and abuse is believed 
to begin at the grassroots or at the barangay level. 
A barangay is said to be drug-affected when there 
is a presence of Persons Who Use Drugs (PWUDs), 
pushers, drug den maintainers, coddlers, protectors, 
financiers, cultivators, manufacturers and drug 
personalities and there is an existence of illegal drug 
facilities, and prevalence of illegal drug activities. 


As of December 31, 2020, 13,984 or 33.26% of the 


barangays nationwide are drug-affected or have 
presence of illegal drugs.

PDEA, being the lead agency in the fight against illegal 
drugs, has strengthened the implementation of the 
Barangay Drug Clearing Program. This program is 
a whole-of-nation strategy to free the communities 
from the clutches of illegal drug activities through 
the involvement of the Local Government Units 
(LGUs). 


Through the Regional Oversight Committee on 
Dangerous Drugs chaired by PDEA, all initiatives that 
lead to clearing of drug-affected barangays are being 
consolidated. 








As provided in DDB Regulation No. 3, series of 2017, drug-affected 
barangays are classified as follows: 


A. Drug Unaffected Barangay - has not ever been plagued or 
beset by any illegal drug activities 


. Drug Affected Barangay - has reported presence of drug 
user, pusher, manufacturer, marijuana cultivator, or other 
drug personality, drug den, marijuana plantation, clandestine 
laboratory, and facilities related to production of illegal drugs:

Seriously affected - reported presence of any of the 
following: clandestine drug laboratory, warehouse, 
marijuana plantation and drug den/ tiangge, drug trafficking 
and smuggling activities, and drug personalities (i.e. users, 
pushers, financiers, protectors, cultivator, manufacturer 
and others); 


. Moderately affected - reported presence of drug pusher/s

Barangay Drug Clearing 
Program (BDCP) 


Barangay Drug Clearing Program (BDCP) is the 
main strategy of the government to clear and free 
barangays, and subsequently the country, from 
illegal drugs. 


Upon the assumption of Director General Wilkins M 
Villanueva, he emphasized that BDCP is proven to 
be effective in curbing illegal drugs and is providing 
second chance to drug personalities to be reformed 


and reintegrated in the community as responsible, 
productive and stigma-free members of the society. 
On June 25, 2020, the PDEA Barangay Drug Clearing 
Program Working Group for Monitoring and 
Validation (PB-WMV) was created to empower PDEA 
Regional Offices and to create policies and guidelines 
that would enhance and expedite the implementation 
of the BDCP.

Aligned with the goal of our President to clear all 
drug-affected barangays by 2022, the government 
intensified its implementation of the Barangay Drug 
Clearing Program. 


From January 1 to December 31, 2020, 2,107 
barangays were declared drug-cleared, leading to a 
total of 20,946 barangays cleared as of the year end. 
By June 2022, PDEA targets to clear the remaining 
13,984 drug-affected barangays. 


Amidst the pandemic, PDEA undertook efforts to 
strengthen the Barangay Drug Clearing Program. 
Aside from the creation of the PB-WMV, the Barangay 
PDEA Facebook Page was also created to reach more 
target audiences. The page not only informs the 
public of the anti-drug strategies of the government, 
but also communicates success stories of the 
implementation of BDCP. Since its launching on 
September 1, 2020, the page has gained 8,400 likers 
and 9,318 followers.

On June 11, 2020, a buy-bust operation was conducted in Cavite that led to the seizure of 371.09 kilos of shabu. 
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A clandestine laboratory is primarily used to secretly 
manufacture illegal drugs. Such is being dismantled 
by PDEA together with other law enforcement 
agencies. 


During the year, two (2) clandestine shabu 
laboratories and one marijuana processing facility 
were dismantled. 





A shabu laboratory located in Santa Rosa City, Laguna was dismantled on June 3, 
2020. Four personalities, including Samson Tan, a Chinese chemist, were arrested. 
Shabu weighing 758.80 grams worth Php5. 16 million were confiscated, 


Laboratory equipment and Controlled Precursors and Essential Chemicals 
(CPECs) were confiscated in the dismantled clandestine laboratory in Sta. Rosa, 
Laguna on June 3, 2020. 
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A shabu laboratory located in Subic, Zambales was dismantled on August 20, 2020. Confiscated in the facility were CPECs used to manufacture shabu, and laboratory 
apparatus and equipment. One drug personality was arrested. 
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A marijuana processing and distribution facility located in Dasmariftas City, Cavite was dismantled on August 26, 2020. Marijuana seeds and dried marijuana leaves worth 
Php24 million were confiscated in the facility. 
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Airport interdiction operation conducted in NAIA Terminal 3 led to the arrest of a Thai national and seizure of 3.9 kilos of meth worth Php26.79 million. 


Airport Interdiction 


To avert utilization of airports in smuggling drugs into 
the country, the government continued to conduct 
interdiction operations at airports. Nationwide, anti- 
drug operations were conducted by PDEA operating 
units in collaboration with airport authorities which 
led to the seizure of shabu worth Php2.88 billion. 
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Seaport Interdiction 


PDEA also continued to intensify efforts to ensure 
that smuggling of drugs using the country’s seaports 
are deterred. At present PDEA has deployed Seaport 
Interdiction Units (SIUs) to 19 areas in the country. 
These SIUs work closely with Bureau of Customs, 
Philippine Ports Authority, Philippine National Police, 
Philippine Coast Guard and Other Law Enforcement 
Agencies. 


Through aggressive operations of SIUs, 20.62 kilos 
of shabu, worth Php140.22 million were confiscated 
for year 2020.

Mail and Parcel Interdiction 


The use of the mail and parcel system to traffic illegal 
drugs in the country was continuously noted in the 
reports of operations conducted in the country. 
Until now, traffickers still exploit the use of mail 
and parcel thinking that they remain undetected. As 
result of the counter measures of the government, 
in 2020, 23 interdiction operations against illegal 
drugs through mail and parcel were conducted. 


These operations resulted in the seizure of a total of 
240.25 kilos of shabu worth Php1.63 billion; 36,982 
pieces of ecstasy worth Php62.87 million; 14.99 kilos 
of marijuana kush worth Php17.99 million. 


The interdiction operation at Matnog Port in Sorsogon 
led to the seizure of 19.48 kilos of shabu. 
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In the Philippines, marijuana remains to be considered 
as illegal drug. This, however, continues to thrive in 
the country as it is cultivated locally particularly in 
Northern Luzon region. Thus, PDEA remains to be 
steadfast in its effort to thwart the proliferation of 
the said illegal drugs in the Philippines through the 
conduct of marijuana eradication operations. 


For the year, seventy (70) marijuana eradication 
were conducted that resulted in the destruction of 
264 marijuana plantation sites and the seizure of 
2,330,281 pieces of marijuana plants, 232 kilos of 
dried marijuana leaves, 51,755 pieces of marijuana 
seedlings, 121 kilos of marijuana stalks and 5.20 
kilos of marijuana seeds. The total value of all seized 
illegal drugs is Php477.02 million.

Minors Rescued 


The utilization of minors in the illegal drug activities 
to avoid legal charges was continuously noted in 
the incidences of rescue of minors during anti-drug 
operations. 


During the year, 678 minors aged 10 to 17 years were 
rescued. These minors were handled appropriately 
pursuant to existing guidelines of the Agency and of 
the Department of Social Welfare and Development 
(DSWD).

Diversion Control 


The agency intensified its efforts to prevent diversion 
of chemicals for illicit use by conducting regulatory 
functions such as issuance of permits and licenses 
to authorized handlers and administrators, and 
investigation of firms found violating regulations. 


In 2020, the PDEA Compliance Service issued 
1,669 permits and 10,677 licenses to handlers and 
administrators of dangerous drugs and controlled 
chemicals. 


Financial Investigation Effort 


Through the cooperation between PDEA and Anti- 
Money Laundering Council (AMLC), the financial 
investigation conducted on drug cases in 2020 
resulted in the freezing of Php1.19 billion worth of 
real properties and assets of drug personalities. The 
freezing of assets renders the subject personalities 
incapable of doing further business which can 
support their illegal activities.

Destruction of Dangerous Drugs 
and Controlled Chemicals 


During the year, PDEA made a history in the 
destruction of confiscated drug evidence with the 
highest volume of dangerous drugs and CPECs 
destroyed and the most number of destruction 
ceremonies conducted. 


Fourteen (14) ceremonial destructions were conducted 
nationwide and a total of Php27.63 billion worth of 
dangerous drugs and CPECs were destroyed. 


On August 21, 2020, PDEA conducted the first 
destruction ceremony since the assumption of 
PDEA Director General Wilkins M. Villanueva, and 
the biggest volume in the history of the PDEA with 
a total net weight of two (2) tons of confiscated drug 
evidences during anti-drug operations and those 
turned over by authorities that were recently ordered 
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by the court to be destroyed. Php 13,359,157,093.00 
worth of dangerous drugs was destroyed at the 
Integrated Waste Management, Inc. (IWMI), Barangay 
Aguado, Trece Martirez City, Cavite.

PDEA key officials, Local Government Officials of

One of the highlights for the year is the destruction 
on December 3, 2020. PDEA facilitated the 
destruction of Php7,10.840,985.32 worth of 
dangerous drugs and CPECs at Integrated Waste 
Management, Inc, in Cavite. This event was graced 
by the presence of President Rodrigo Roa Duterte as 





the guest of honor and speaker. Senator Christopher 
Lawrence “Bong” Go, Secretary of the Interior Local 
Government Eduardo Afio, and DDB Chairman 
Secretary Catalino Cuy were also present during the 
activity. Destroyed through thermal decomposition 
were a total of 1,333.09 kilograms and 5,936.70 
milliliters of assorted pieces of drug evidence 
composed of methamphetamine hydrochloride, or 
shabu; liquid shabu; marijuana; liquid marijuana; 
cocaine; methylenedioxymethamphetamine (MDMA), 
or popularly known as ecstasy; meth+ephedrine;

Operation: “Private Eye” Rewards 


PDEA rewards private informants of drug-related 
information that led to successful conduct of anti- 
drug operations through Operation “Private Eye”. It 
is one way of encouraging the public to support and 
help the anti-drug campaign of the government by 
reporting illegal drug activities in their communities. 


In 2020, a total of Php18.93 million monetary rewards 
were awarded to 56 informants. Their information 
resulted in the confiscation of dangerous drugs, 
including 1,796 kilos of shabu, and arrest of 143 
personalities. 
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Operation “Private Eye” rewarded the informants whose information led to successful conduct of anti-drug operations.

This program is PDEA’s initiative to rescue and 
save children who sniff solvents at the streets. PSBS 
aims to provide reformative care and reintegrated 
interventions such as education, counselling, values 
formation, skills development, livelihood training to 
children dependent on solvent and inhalant abuse. 
Rescued children are housed at the PSBS Center 
located in Novaliches, Quezon City. 


As of the year end, PSBS has rescued 108 children, 
aged 9-17 years old who were identified as solvent 
users and have undergone the assessment process. 
These children finished the 14-week reformation 
intervention program which includes Home Life Skills 
and Education through Alternative Learning System. 
The children were also provided with medical health 
and dental services. 


On December 9, 2020, the administration and 
management of the PSBS Reformation Center 
was turned-over to the Quezon City Anti-Drug 
Abuse Advisory Council (QCADAAC).

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Inter-Agency Collaboration 
DDB-Supply Reduction Committee (DDB-SRC) 


The Supply Reduction Committee welcomes its newly 
appointed Chairperson, Director General Wilkins M 
Villanueva. Among his noteworthy accomplishments 
in the fight against illegal drugs is championing the 
Barangay Drug Clearing Program which has become 
the main strategy of the President’s war on drugs. 


As the new Chairman of the SRC, DG Villanueva’s 
thrusts is to take massive and professional anti-drug 
campaign, while strengthening PDEA’s collaboration 
with other law enforcement agencies thereby 
achieving a drug-free Philippines by 2022. 

For the year, the SRC proposed and/or endorsed the 
following issuances to the Board for approval. 


e DDB Resolution No. 2, Series of 2020 with 
Subject: Restructuring of the IIS into Intelligence 
Service and Investigation Service, Repealing for 
such purpose Board Regulation No.1, Series of 
2017. 


This was approved on June 18, 2020 during the 
first attendance of DG Villanueva to the DDB 
Regular Meeting. 


e Board Regulation No.2, Series of 2020, otherwise 
known as the Guidelines in the Nationwide 
Implementation of Drug Clearing Program in 
Controlled Facilities for Persons Deprived of 
Liberty (PDL) which was also approved on June 
18, 2020 during the 187th DDB Regular Meeting. 


This policy aims to come up with a unified 
guideline in conducting Drug-Clearing Program 
encompassing all prisons/penitentiaries under 
the Bureau of Corrections (BuCor), all jails under 
the Bureau of Jail Management and Penology 
(BJMP), and all provincial jails under the Provincial 
Government towards a drug-free jail by 2022. 
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DG Wilkins Villanueva/ SRC Chairman presides over the 02-2020 SRC Reqular 
Meeting together with thirteen (13) member-agencies and five (5) resource persons 
from concerned Services of PDEA through virtual platform. 


e Proposed Regulation for the amendment of the 
reward system under “Operation Lawmen”. The 
salient features of this policy include provisions 
on the amendment of the reward schedule, 
terms of office and manner of membership for 
the Oversight Committee, including granting 
rewards for marijuana seizures. 


e Proposed Regulation repealing the Conduct of 
Controlled Delivery Operations. The present 
Board Regulation and its SOP will need to be 
revised in order to cope with the dynamics of the 
controlled delivery operations. 


This has been in the working table of the SRC 
and needs to make further deliberation and 
review. The last meeting for this was held on 
February 20, 2020 and succeeding meetings will 
be scheduled to fine tune the details contained 
therein. 
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DG Wilkins Villanueva presides over the 16th ICAD — eamm on November 25, 2020. 


Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal Drugs 
(ICAD) 


The Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal Drugs 
(ICAD) was created by virtue of Executive Order No. 15 
signed by the President on March 6, 2017. On its 3rd 
year, the Committee continues its purpose to unify, 
integrate and synchronize the anti-drug strategy 
of the government through their commitment and 
collaborative efforts in addressing the drug problem 
in the country. 


The Committee is originally composed of 20 member 
agencies with PDEA as its Chair. Pursuant to Section 
1 of EO No. 15 Series of 2017, the ICAD may invite 
other government agencies and instrumentalities to 
be a member of the ICAD as it may deem necessary. 
Thus, the Committee has now recorded 46 member 
agencies which greatly contribute in the purpose of 
ICAD. 


The ICAD has its four forces that are interrelated 
under Section 3 of EO 15 Series of 2017 (Clusters 
of the ICAD) namely enforcement, justice, advocacy 
and rehabilitation and reintegration. Each has its 
own respective functions and member agencies. 
These four clusters under ICAD are looking at 
one trajectory - to rehabilitate the nation and to 
achieve a vision of drug-resistant and self-policing 
communities in the country. 


In 2020, Covid-19 pandemic has hit the country and 
the world causing abrupt pause around. Despite 
these circumstances, the Committee continues to 
stand and move towards its purpose. This year, 
the Committee has also transitioned into its new 
Chairmanship. 


Being the 7th Director General of the Philippine 
Drug Enforcement Agency who was appointed 
on May 22, 2020 by the President, DG Wilkins M 
Villanueva, MPA, CESE and the new Chairman of the 
Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-IIlegal Drugs (ICAD) 
showed himself as dedicated and determined as ever 
to achieve the desired result of the government’s 
campaign against illegal drugs. He is indeed a man 
of action and full of passion in everything he does. 


Further, with Vice President Robredo’s short stint 
as ICAD Co-Chairperson in late 2019, President 
Rodrigo Roa Duterte also appointed Presidential 
Anti-Corruption Commission (PACC) Chairperson 
Dante Jimenez as the new Co-Chairperson of the 
Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-IIlegal Drugs (ICAD) 
on February 21, 2020. The inclusion of PACC to the 
ICAD was approved through the issuance of ICAD 
Resolution No. 001 Series of 2020 re: Inclusion of 
the PACC as member of the ICAD under the Justice 
Cluster, and was adopted on January 14, 2020 
through an Ad Referendum. 


The ICAD held its regular meetings through video 
conferences on August 12, 2020 (15th ICAD Regular 
Meeting) and November 25, 2020 (16th ICAD 
Regular Meeting). In between, Cluster meetings were 
conducted and action taken were delivered through 
its Cluster heads, with their supportive and active 
member agencies. The Regional ICAD Coordinating 
Group (RICG) also managed to facilitate conduct of 
its meetings/activities on their area of responsibility 
with the regional member agencies, despite movement 
restrictions under the COVID-19 pandemic. 





Task Force Drug Courier (TFDC) 


Task Force Drug Couriers was created on February 
08, 2010 by virtue of Administrative Order No. 279. 
It is an inter-agency team tasked in the deterrence, 
prevention and protection of Filipinos from being 
victimized as drug couriers by international drug 
trafficking syndicates.
